DESIRABLE COINS STILL TO BE FOUND IN CIRCULATION 


A new feature, introduced in the June 4 issue of Numismatic hews, has 
€stablished that there is still a lot of fun to be had...and some very 
Gesirable coins to be found by collectors who diligently search throunh 
quantities of coins culled from circulation. 

In his august 27 "Circulation Finds" column, News publisher Clifford 
Mishler revealed the highlights of his twelve week search throuah near- 
Hy 15,000 coins. They include: 

1) A 1910 Lincoln cent, the-oldest coin encountered. 
2) Five 1960-D small date cents. 
3) The first date of issue, 1938, in the Jefferson nickel series.

4) A proof 1962 nickel, plus 1947-S and 1952-D Jeffersons. 

5) A pair of 1964-D Kennedys, plus a dozen of later dates .400 fi 
Silver halves. 

6) He reports that 197] Philadelphia dimes and quarters should 


be classed as Scarce issues. 


The August 27 "Circulation Finds" column provides a complete repor 
on Mishler's 12 week experience in building collections of cents, 
nickels, dimes, quarters and halves from circulation. 

"It's with the thought that the assembly of a collection of moder 
U.S. coins from circulation can once again be an interesting...and 
challenging pursuit that I determined some time ago to work on just 5 
a project this summer," Mishler observed in introducing "Circulation 
Finds" 13 weeks ago. The current report offers the observation; "I've 
been rather enjoying the pursuit of this project, and it's not going 
end here." Mishler plans to continue reporting on his "summer" projec 


in the pages of Numismatic News through the fall collecting season.
